On reviewing our speculations 
thus far, we discovér that several 
important particulars have been 
overlooked, with which it is ne- 
cessary for the Christian Mason to 
| be made acquainted. Among these, 
the mysterious ladder, exhibited to 
the patriarch Jacob in a dream, 
holds a conspicuous place. To 
the elucidation of this most extra- 
ordinary and edifying dream, the 
present number shall therefore be 
devoted. 

In the 28th chapter of Genesis, 
it is written, that Jacob saw, in 
his dream, a ladder set up on the 


earth and the top of wt reached to | 


Heaven ; and behold the angels of 
Gop ascending and descending on it; 
and behold the Lorn stood above it ; 
and then in the verses, which pres- 
ently follow, it is added, that Ja- 
cob awaked out of his sleep, and he 
said, ** Surely the Lord is in this 
place, and I knew rt not.” And he 
was afraid, and said, ** How dread- 
ful is this place! This is none oth- 
er but the house of God; and this is 
the gate of Heaven.” 

By this instructive dream, the 
enlightened Christian Mason is 
taught that the heavenly truths de- 

-¥ived from the worp or Gon, form 
the steps of a spiritual ladder, by 
which we can ascend from earth to 
Heaven, and by which God and his 
holy angele can descend to ws. 





For who cannot see, that as often 
as we think of God and his angels, 
from a pure affection, we are pres- 
ent with them, and they with us ¢ 
The human mind is nothing else 
but its supreme affection and thought ; 
and, therefore, wheresoever our 
supreme affection and thought is, 
there our mind is ; and.consequent- 
ly, there we are ourselves; since 
our real place will always be deter- 
mined by that of our miads, and 
not by that of our bodies. If, then, 
a man’s mind be in Heaven, he is 
there himself, although his body be 
still sojourning here. on earth. 
Here, therefore, we can see at 
once, how our minds, or spirits, 
can ascend and descend, indepen- 
dent of our bodies. Whenever we 
think of God, and his kingdom, 
from a pure affection, we then as- 
cend on the mysterious ladder ; and 
whenever we think of other things 
with more affection than we think 
of them, we then descend from God 
and his kingdom. 

What, then, is this spiritual lad- 
der, by which the human mind can 
thus ascend to God, or, as is too of- 
ten the case, descend te earth ? 
What else can it be but that which 
is instrumental in raising the 
mind up towards God, and in 
bringing down Goi into the mind? 
And what else can this be but the 
heavenly truths derived from the 
word of God? For have we not 
already seen, that the mind or 
spirit of man ascends as it moves 
towards God and his kingdom, with 





H its supreme thought and affection ? 













































But how can it either think right- , 
ly oi God and his kingdom, or be | 
rightly affected towards them, but 
from and by his eternal word? If 
God had never revealed to man 
his holy word, man would have 
been utterly incapable of exerci- 
sing either his thought or his af- 
fection arigh? upon God, conse- 
quently of ascending towards God. 
Every time, therefore, that he so 
exercises his thought and affection, 
and ascends, he has a full proof and 
demonstration, that his mind or 
spirit is indebted to the instrumen- 
tality of the eternal word of the 
Most High. 

* The word of God, then, is the 
smritual ledder of the soul; the 
same ladder which the patriarch 
Jacob saw in his dream, set on the 
ewrth, and its top reaching unto Hea- 
ven, and the Lord standing above zt. 
This is an exact and true discrip- 
tion of God’s holy word, which as 
to its letter, or reveal sense, is 
amongst men here below on earth, 
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steps, however, with which ever; 
enlightened mason is familiar. 
The first general step in the spir- 
itual ladder, is the mere science of 
holy things, which is attained by 
reading the sacred scriptures. The 
second “general step, is the rightly 
understanding of holy things, which 
is attained by meditating upon, and 
digesting what we read in the in. 
tellectual mind. The third gener. 


al step, is the love of holy things, ¥ 


which is attained by reducing our 
knowledge to practise, and suffer. 
ing it to influence the life and con- 
versation, until we love God and 
his kingdom above all things, and 
our neighbor as ourselves, for 
then the kingdom of Heaven is 
within us. 

The first step of the mysterious 
ladder, or the mere sctence of holy 
things, is the first external notice 
of heavenly truth derived from 
reading the word of God, which

of life, to which few perhaps have 
attained.

you rest in this first step of the 
heavenly ladder, as too many, alas! 
are content to do; for, in such 
case, you must needs remain in 
that lowest step, and can neyer 


_ get up higher towards the heaven- 


ly kingdom. Be not satisfied with 
small attainments in spiritual 
things, but press forwurd towards 
the MARK. 

The second step of Jacob’s lad- 
der, or the wnderstanding of holy 
things, implies that we consider 
well, so as to apprehend the trutlis 
of God’s holy word, with the in- 
tellectual mind, by which means 


we shall begin to be affected hy

them a3 things of the first impor- 
tance for us to become acquainted 
with. In this case, the heavenly 
truths are raised out of the memory 
into a higher, or more inward prin- 
ciple or faculty of the mind, and 
thus they take a faster hold of us, 
and exalt us also to a higher state 
of thought and reflection respect- 
ing the great things of God, and 
of his kingdom. But let the can- 
didate again take heed, lest he 
should stop, like too many others, 
at this second step in the heavenly 
ladder; because the highest and 
clearest undersiandingof holy things 
cannot profit him, only so far as it 
is a means of conducting him to 
heavenly love and life, which is 
the third, and highest step. Pause 
not till you attain it; for a crown 
of life awaits you. 

The third and highest step of the 
heavenly ladder, or the love ot holy 
things, implies, that we begin to 
form our life or love according to 
the understanding which we have 
acquired from the word of God; 
especially by noting, and renoun- 
cing all’ those corrupt affections 
and tempers, in ourselves, which 
are contrary to the love of God 
and our neigbour, such as seif-love, 
the love of the world, and the lusts 
of the flesh. It implies, in short, 
that we enter upon the great work 
of repentance, separation, purifi- 
cation, and regeneration of life; 


in which case, our kaowledge of | 


heavenly things is éxalted into a 
still higher or more interior princi- 
ple of our life, nearer to God; 
and we ourselves are of course ex- 
alted with it, to a closer commu- 
nion with Heaven and our Crea- 
for. 

But take heed, (ye who expect 


ad reward for a stone you never fash- 


ioned) lest you should fancy that 
you can atiain to this highest step 
in the mysterious ladder. without 
ascending bv the lower steps of the 
science and intelligence of tho 
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word of God. For as Jesus Christ 
speaks of those who would climé 
up some other way into the sheep- 
fold, rather than enter in by the 
door, (which is a thing impossible) 
so it is alike impossible for you, 
to climb up to the top of the heav- 
enly ladder, without the aid of the 
inferior steps. With the same ear- 
nestriess let me give ‘you a further 
caution; never to rest on the spir- 
itual ladder, until’you attain unto 
the third and highest step, lest you 
should finally be found among those 
unhappy ones, who are satistied 
with knowing their Lord’s will, 
without loving and doing it; of 
whom it is written, “the shall be 
beaten with many stripes.”

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CHARGE TO A NEWLY MADE 
MASON. 

Ist. Brother,—As you are now 
introduoed into the, first principies 
of Masonry, we congratulate you 
on being accepted into this ancient 
and honourable order, ancient, as 
having subsisted from time imme- 
morial, and honourab!e, as tending 
to render all men so, who will be 
conformable to its precepts. 

2d. No institution was ever 
raised on a better principle, or 
more solid foundation, nor were 
ever more excellent rules or use- 
ful maxims laid down, than are in- 
culcated in the several masonic 
lectures. 

3d. There are three great du- 
ties, which, as a Mason, you are 
hound to inculcate ; to God, your 
neighbour, and yourself. 

To God, in never mention‘ng 
his name, but with that reveren- 
tial awe, which is due from a 
creature to his creator, to imp!cre 
his aid in all your laudable uner- 








takings, and to esteem him as the 
, chief eood.

N to him as you would wish ha would 
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do unto you. 


And to yourself, in 
avoii ding all intemperance, which 
ynay impair your faculties and de- 
base the dignity of your profession. 

4th. In the state you are to be 
a peacible and quiet subject, you 
are never to countenance disioyal- 
ty and rebeliiou, but patiently sub- 
mit to legal authority, and conform 
with cheerfulness to the govern- 
ment of the country in which you 
Hive. 

5th. Although your name may 
riow be enrolled with others as a 
thember of this ancient and hon- 
durable institution, yet you are 
but a candidate for higher prefer- 
ment. Let prudence therefore dis- 
tinguish your title to the honours 
we have now confenped, and a reg- 
ular deportment display the infla- 
enee and utility of our rules. 

6th. ‘This institution compre- 
hends within its circle every 
branch ef useful knowledge and 
learning, and stamps an indellible 
mark of pre-eminence on its genu- 
ine professors, which neither 
chance, power, nor fortune can be- 
stow. If you strictly observe its 
rules, they wiil be to you a sure 
foundation of tranquillity amidst 
the various disappointments in life, 
a friend that will not deceive, a 
blessing that will remain with all 
time, circumstance, and place, and 
to which you may ‘have recourse 
when all earthly comforts may 
sink into disregard; when old age, 
dickwess, and imbecility shall have 
benumbed your corporeal frame, 
and rendered the union of soul and 
body almost intolerable, it wil! 
then yield a fund of comfort, and 
consolation. 

7th. As you are a professor of 

sat religion. which inculcates unie 

ersal benevolence and unbounded 
charity, you must therefore he 
fond of the order, and zealous for 
the institution ef Masonry, which 
in the strongest manner inculcates 
the seme charity and benevolence, 
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and like that religion, forcibly ree 
commends the practice of evér 
moral and social virtue, which ins 
troduces peace and good will a. 
mong mankind; so that whoever 
is warmed with the spirit of chris. 
lianity must esteem, must love 
Free Masonry. 

There vircue, the grand object 
we have in view, luminous as the 
meridian sun, shines refulgent on 
the mind, entivens the heart, and 
warms with sympathy and affec- 
f on. 

Sth. Although there has been, 
from time immemorial, men of pi« 
ety and virtuous principles ear- 
nestly/contending and labouring 
for the support of this institution 
unimpaired, yet some have crept 
in unawares, who are mef of un- 
sound principles, they meet with 
us a while, but through slothful- 
ness and inattention, never apply 
themselves to the attainments of 
knowledge in the craft-—These, 
to use the words of St. Jude, we 
may consider as spots in our feasts 
of charity. They are as clouds 
without water, carried about of 
winds,—as trees without fruit,— 
yea, as raging waves of the sea, 
foaming out their own shame,— 
even as wandering stars, to whom 
is reserved the blackness of dark- 
ness forever. Such characters 
must, of course, consider their own 
admission to be a violation of our 
rules. 

It is therefore strongly enjoined 
on you, that if, in the civcll of 
your acquaintance, you find a per- 
son desirous of becoming a mason, 
that you do not recommend him, 
unless you are convinced that he 
will conform to our rules, that the 


honour, glory, and reputation of 


the institution may be firmly es- 
tablished, and the world at large 
convinced of its good effects. 

9th. [now commend yen unto 
him, who is able to keep you from 
falling, and present you spotless 
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before the presence of his glory, 
fitted and prepared for that spirit- 
val building, a candidate for that 
celestial Lodge, where GOD, tHe

MASONIC INTELLIGENCE. 

The Grand Lodge of the State 
of Ohio convened at Columbus, on 
Monday the 10th of January, A. L. 
5825, and closed its sessicn on the 
13th. At this session there was 
Two Hundred Dollars voted as a 
contribution towards the erection 
of a Monument at the Tomb of 
Wasnurcron, at Mount Vernon. 

T'wo Charters and five Dispen- 
$ations for new Lodges were grant- 
ed at this convention.

Accept, then, General 
and Companion, the best tribute 
me can offer you, the reverence 








and sincere homage of gratefy} 
hearts.” 

To which General Lafayette 
mace the following reply : 

** Karcuts—I am extremely hap. 
py in receiving this testimony of 
your respect and affection. Du. 
ring my present visit to this coun. 
try, the attentions of my Masonic 
Brethren have afforded me the 
greatest pleasure. I wish them 
every prosperity. It is with pain 
that | have to regret that my hur- 
ried visit through the southern sec- 
ion of the Union, does not allow 
me to accept those brotherly and 
friendly invitations of the fraterni- 
ty which have been offered me in 
this city. Nothing since my arri- 
val in this country has afforded me 
more gratification, than the kind 
favours I have received from my 
brethren. I beg you to assure the 
Masonic Institution to which yoa 
belong, that the reasons I have al- 
ready assigned only prevent me 
from accepting the invitation 
which the Grand Lodge of South- 
Carolina has tendered. 

Knights Companions, you will 
accept my best wishes for your 
Masonic and individual prosperity 
apd happiness, Should I ever 
stand in need of defence, I can re- 
ly upon your order.” 

When the General had finished 
his reply, James Coggleshall brief- 
ly addressed him in ‘behalf of the 
Deputation from the Encampment 
in Georgetown, expressing their 
regret that his previous engage- 
ments had deprived them of the 
honour of a visit from him; and 
informed him, that as a mark of 
respect and gratitude of its mem- 
bers, they had named ft after him, 
and elected him an honourary 
member. 

T’o which the General replied ; 
That they had done him great 
honour in giving his name to their 
Encampment, begging them to re- 
turn to the Encampment, which 
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they repregented, his unfeigned 
shanks for such a notice, and assu- 
jing them that he should ever re- 
member with gratitude the respect 
they had shown to his endeavours 
in the cause of this country, by 
electing him an honourary mem- 
ber of their Institution.

Hiram was highly pleased with 
this letter, and returned the fol- 
lowing answer. 
King Hiram to King Solomon. 
* Nothing could have been 


) more welcome to me, than to un- 


derstand that the government of 
your blessed father is deveived, by 
God’s providence, into the hands 
of so excellent, so wise, and so vir- 
tuous a successor. His holy name 
be praised for it! That which you 
wrote for, shall be done with all 
care and good will; for I will give 
order to cut down, and export such 
quantities of the fairest cedars and 


| ¢ypres trees, as you shall have oc- 


casion for; my people shall bring 
them to the sea side for you, and 
from thence ship them away to 
what port you please, where they 
may lie ready for your own men 
to transport them to Jerusalem. It 
would be a great obligation, after 
all this, to allow us such a provi- 
sion of corn in exchange, as may 
Stand with your convenience; for 
that is the commodity we i#sland- 
ers want most.” 

Solomon was highly pleased 
with this answer of the Tyrian 
King, and in return for his gener- 
ous offers, ordered him a yearly 
present of 20.000 imeasnres of 


— wheat, and 20,000 measures of fine 


oil for his household; besides the 
Same quantity of barley, wheat, 
wine, and oil, which he engaged 
to give Hiram’s masons, who were 
#9 be employed in the intended

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work of the temple. Hirats was 
to send the cedars fir, and other 
woods, upon floats to Joppa, there 
to be delivered to whom Solomon 
should direct, in order to be car- 
ried to Jerusalem. He sent him 
also a man of his own name, a T'y- 
rian by birth, but of Israelitish de- 
scent, who was a second Bezaleel, 
and honoured by his king with 
the title of father; and in 2 Chron, 
ii. 13, is called Hiram Abbif, the 
most accomplished designer and 
operator upon earth, who in Solos 
mon’s absence filled the chair as 
Deputy Grand Master, and in his 
resence was the Senior Grand 
Varden, or principal Surveyor 
and Master of the work. 

This inspired master was, with 
out question, the most cunning, 
skilful, and curious workman that 
ever lived, whose abilities were 
not confined to building enly, but 
extended to all kinds of work. 
whether in gold, silver, brass, or 
iron; whether in -linen, -tapestry, 
or embroidery ; whether consider- 
ed as an archite«t, statuary, foun- 
der, or designer, separately or to- 
gether, he equally excelled. From 
his designs, aod ander his direc- 
tion, all the rich and splendid fur- 
niture of the temple, and its sey- 
eral appendages, were begun, car- 
ried on, and finished. Solomon ap 
pointed him, in his absence, to fill 
the chair, as Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter; and in his presence, Seniox 
Grand Warden, Master of Work, 
and general Overseer of all Artists, 
as weil those, whom David had 
formerly procured from Tyre and 
don, as those Hiram should now 
send. “The Fellow-Crafts were 
ordered to be partitioned into 
Lodges of a certain number, with 
a Master and Wardens in each, to 
be duly paid, fed, and clothed, and 
to take care of their succession. 
Thus a lasting foundation was laid 
of perfect harmony, love, and 
friendship; each knew his pecne 
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Yar business and duty, and the 


grand design was vigorousiy pur- 
sued. ‘The alliance between 
these wise and learned princes en- 
ded only with their lives. 

Dius, the historian, tells us, that 
the love of wisdom was the chief 
inducement to that tenderngss of 
friendship betwixt Hiram and 
Solomon; that they interchanged 
difficult and mysterious questions, 
and points of art, to be solved ac- 
cording to the true reason and na- 
ture of the matter in hand. Me- 
nander, of Ephesus, who transla- 
ted the Tyrian annals, out of the 
Philistine tongue, into Greek, also 
relates, that when any of these 
propositions proved too hard for 
those wise and learned princes, 
Abdeymonus, or Abdomenus, the 
Tyrian, called in the old constitu- 


tions Amen, or Hiram Abbif, an- | 


swered every device that was put 
to him, 2 Chron. ii. 14; and even 
chalienged Solomon, though the 
wisest prince on earth, with the 
subtlety of the questions he propo- 
sed. 


Solomon caused all the craftsmen, 
as well natives as foreigners, to be 
numbered and classed as follows, 
vir.

All the Free Masons em- 
ployed in the work of the 
temple, exclusive of the 
two Grand Wardens, were 118,606 

Besides the Ish Sabbal, or Men 
of Burthen, the remains of the 
Old Canaanites, amounting to 70, 
000, who are not numbered among 
masons. 

Solomon partitioned the Fellow 
Crafis into certain Lodges, with a 
Master and Wardens in each ; that 
they might receive commands in 
a regular manner, might take 
care of their tools and jewels, 
might be regularly paid every 
week, and be duly fed and cloth- 
ed, &c. and the Fellow Crafts took 


. care of their succession, by educa- 
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ting Entered Apprentices. - 
Thus a solid foundation was laid 
of perfect harmeny among the 


brotherhood; the Lodge was 
strongly cemented with love and
